BLACK  CAP  RASPBERRIES 

Cumberland  — Medium  early  in  ripening.  One  of  the  largest  and  most 
productive,  ver)r  hardy  ; jet  black,  very  firm,  attractive,  always  com-

Kansas — Season  early  ; an  enormous  yielder  of  medium  to  large  berries.
